Knowing Our Adversary (Part III) 



Phase 1: The Tower of Babel 

How art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son 
of the morning! how art thou cut down to the 
ground, which didst weaken the nations! For thou 
hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne above the stars of 
God: I will sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation, in the sides of the north: I will 
ascend above the heights of the clouds; I will be 
like the most High.

Let us now consider the Tower of Babel spoken of in Genesis 1 1 . The Tower of Babel, the pyramids and other 
massive ancient structures are obviously monuments, but to who and what? Does anybody really think the idea 
to build this tower originated with men? Just as Satan tempted Adam and Eve to eat the apple with the promise 
that it would open their eyes he told men that they should build a tower in order to make a name for themselves. 

Since Satan is not omnipotent he cannot simply will anything into existence, unlike our God who created the 
universe by merely speaking a word. If he wanted a tower built he had two choices, either direct his demons to 
do it or compel men to do it for him.
